The City has currently achieved 80% of it's SRRE goals and requires the additional time to implement the
remaining 20% of our planned programs. The primary barriers in attaining the goal have been due to the
considerable community resistance, types of recommended program presented, and the fact tha the City only
controls 75% of our waste stream. Additional time is required to allow the City time to implement extensive
educational programs to increase community awareness and participation.

2. Why does your jurisdiction need the amount of time requested? Describe any relevant circumstances in
the jurisdiction that contribute to the need for a Time Extension.

Sufficient time will be required to expand, construct and imptement new programs and facilities.

The City will require additional facilities and contracts to achieve the attached "SB 1066 Correction Plan" in order to
meet AB938 50% diversion goals.

3. Describe your jurisdiction’s Good Faith Efforts to implement the programs in its SRRE.

Cver the course of the last eleven years the city has attempted to implement numerous strategies including three
failed attempts to site and construct a transfer station. More specifically a curbside recycing program implemented
in 1980, completed a solid waste generation study in 1991, implemented compliance strategies to comply with
ABS39 in 1992. AB239 Joint Planning MOU entered into with all Fresno County Cities in 1983, in 1994 the City of
Fresno adopted the SRRE, HHWE, and NFE. From 1995-1999 the city researched and conducted pilot programs
for green waste and other solid waste recycling program alternatives. In 2000 the city converted to once-a-week
collection and implemented the three 96-gallon cart recycling program.

In January 2002 the City Council approved the SB1066 Time Extension Correction Plan. City staff believes that the
time extension and the opportunity to implement the selected programs, will allow the City of Fresno to maximize
the opportunities to achieve the 50% diversion goal.
